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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rej ections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohnaka et al 
(US patent 5,144,633). 

With respect to claims 1-5, 1 1-29 and 35-38 figs. 2 and 4 show the semiconductor laser 
comprising an n-type cladding layer (102) that has n-type conductivity, an active layer (103), a 
p-type cladding base layer (104, 105), a current blocking layer (107), a p-type buried cladding 
layer (109) wherein the current blocking layer has at least two region having different 
concentrations of n-type carriers hereafter "Nl" (109, 121) and "N2" (107). 

With respect to claims 6-10, 30-34 and 39-43 col. 3 lines 31-59 show the working range 
as recited in the claims.
